MODERN ART AND LITERATURE. 

In lookitiK nt the pictures in the Aoa- 
domy, nays Goldwin Suuth, I folt, net for 
the tiral time, thit there waa a lack oE in- 
tereet in the Bubjoets. The' technical 
power of expreauion, I doubt not, is thoro 
iti tho highuiit det^-ruo, but thoro seeius lu 
bo tt wimt of 8ou:ethii)f,' to bo expreaaed. 
Some of ihoaubjoctB hud been luburiuualy 
Bought in the most out uf the WHy pinces; 
'And as to some of the othera, I would al- 
^^moit aa.BOoa that the artist had shown 
fail* teohnioai skill in paiating mj, hat. o i 
the vast improvemont in architecturo, 
public and domestic, thoro can, I aap- 
poee, be no doubt, thoutih tho now stylos 
are revivals, and the style of tho future ia 
atiU in the womb of time. Some of tho 
-great commercial oitieij Buch an Bradford 
and Birmingham, are embodying their 
wealth in jpubliq. buildings not less 
magnificent or monumental than those 
of Florence or (Ihent. The private 
palace of tho niorohanl prince o:\nnut riao 
again, any iiioro than tho aoul of civic 
life can bo revived, ainco tha merchant 
prince dwolla not in the city but iu a 
auburban villa. London has now in it 
the elements of magnificenco; but all is 
marred by tho amoko; and into every 
group of line buildings iiitrudi"i aomo 
hidooua railway nliod or aomo lliinl;-"- 
Tower of Babol. It btnkoa mo tiiat tl._ 
mansions of the new aristocracy, thoui^h 
ample and sumptuous enough, are want- 
ing in st.itjlinoss compared with those of 
the Tudur or oven of thu Hanoverian ora. 
Eaton itaolf, though most ample and moat 
sumptuous, is nutatatoly; it. io an iit;gn!- 
gato of parts, each, um doubt o-xcelloiit 111 
itself, but not imposing as a whole; it haa 
no grand front. Gothic, in domestic 
architecture, seems not to lend itaelf to a 
faijido. In litjraturo there appears to bo 
a pause. Fiction haa onmo down to aeti- 
sational ttorios, such aa "Solomon's 
Mines," "The Treasure I.iland," or 
"Called Back," and no new poet ap- 
pears. The drama, too, seems to Ian- 
«ai«h. I went to the two piecea of the 
day,; and found tbe acting excellent, bnt the 
plays themselves naught; there waa scarcely 
a stroke of art, scarcely a toa()h of wit or 
pathort, and tho plots were tissues of im- 
probabilities the uiost cruilo and revolting. 
Ia this fftUiug off iu art and literary i)roduc- 
tiou whiuh everybody notes merely a tem- 
porary aceideut, or ia the world about to 
pass definitively from its leothetio, pootic 
and literary youth to a maturity of science? 
If it ia, wo aro lueUy in haviug at all eveuta 
enjoyed the last of the youth. It is not 
easy to conceive poetry co-existing with a 
strictly wientiflo view of all tbingB,^nolad- 
ing the character, actiohs, and emotions of 
men. However, the experiment ha.s yet to 
be tried, and human progress is like the 
path in the Qomrai Pass, always coming to 
some apparently inaurmountablo barrier 
and always opening out anew. The grow- 
ing ascendancy of science and soiontitio men 
is not an Engliah but a universal fact; it is 
the great fact of the ago; ouly iu politics 
it is not ytt seen. Strangely enough the 
'zadical agnostics, who elsewhere dance be- 
fore the triumphal car of Bcienoe, in poUtios 
UX& the least soientiflo and the moat in- 
clined to settle ' all qnestions, espe- 
cially those relating to the franohiae, 
by reference to absolute principles 
and the natural rights oi man. lu Eug- 
lieh journalism assuredly there is no fall- 
ing off. Its ability and power have been 
steadily on tho increa.ii ; more and more 
it draws away the real debato from par- 
liament to itself. The incroasj of force is 
especially remarkable in the great provin- 
cial journals. l\) a great exioiU the fu- 
tare of England will be in the keeping of 
its press, and who are the inaatera of the 
press becomes a question every day of 
greater importance. It is true that the 
number of great journals, all of which 
people see in reading rn(;ni.s, though a man 
may take only his p.irty paper, ensuroa a 
balance of power. What newspapers thu 
agrioultural laborer reads is a tnomuntous 
f .qu^tioD^ siiwe be has got a vote, and 
atands beiwiBon the two parties almost the 
arbiter of the destinies of the state. In 
some districts, I was told, hiilfponny local 
papsira of a very unsatiiifiictiry kind; 
in others, spurting papers which 
are not likely to bo much m .re 
wholesome. Labour papers also thiTe 
are, and thoy are too apt to be full nut 
only uf industrial fallacies, but of snci;il 
bittoruea.i, Cottago joiirii'di.sm, not prn- 
pagandiat but wholcdouic, is a Hold for 
capital which alone c*n llait anythiiiy 
that is to depend ou a very large circula- 
tion. About English politics I will say 
no more. The turn of what I have long 
been saying is Ihia — The old constitution, 
with the crown as tho executive and tho 
houses of lords and corninona aa co-equal 
branches of the legislature, has ceased to 
exist, though the illusory forms of it ru- 
roain. It has not been in any way ro- 
- placed, while the franchise has b^en blind- 
ly extended; and England is faow with- 
out a constitution or a government. She 
must provide herself with both or in the 
end CBufusion will ensue. 



India's present distnrhfid condition ia iu 
many respects alarmingly similar to that 
which was noticed previous to tho terrible 
outbreak of 1857. At that time the author- 
ities had amply sufficient warning of what 
the natives were getting ready to under- 
take, but tho warnings wore disregarded 
until an awful calamity could no longer be 
averted. In some respeota tho situations 
ate different. Then the whole mass of the 
people seemed to be moved by a commou 
impulse; now, from all accounts, thoy are 
only quarrelling amouj^ Ihemflelvus, and as 
yet not intorferiut; with tho whites. J5ut 
th« Indians aro fanatical by nature, and 
whemouco aroused tho lowci classes mi^bt i 
easily bo induced to direct thoir ell'ortrt 
against tho British. Ic is already reportt il 
from aeverul quarters that tho trouble bu- 
twoeu Hindoos and Mohauiuiediins wiia 
started by Afghan enlhustiasts, who are 
trying to teach their co-religiouiHta of India 
that the time has at last come for them to 
defend tho faith with tho sword. Indian 
papers believe these strifo breodorB are 
really Euaaian "agents in disguise, their 
supposed purpose being to divert Euglnud's 
attention from Home movement their coun- 
try iutouds making on the Ballsau peuiu- 
sula. It Kuch ia really the case tlio 
czar may discover before he is through with 
this littlu onterpriso thnt ho has awakeucd 
a tempest which all his uower cannot con- 
trol.

WiNNiPKo, Nov. 8. — A dispatch from 
Donald, B. 0., auuounce.s a serioua ttcci- 
deut on Sunday tg the Cauadiau I'acilio 
railroad coastruotion train iu tho Selkirk 
range of the Eookiee. While tho train was 
climbing a steep grude near Roger's Pass 
it broke loose and parted and, tbe cars run- 
ning back, collided with another work train 
behind it. Both trains were wrooked, and 
twp oars containing the contractor's outfit 
nnd Btock wore ditched. Two men were 
killed outright and two othorn injured. Tho 
l;itter were chielly hnrt by hor.seH trampling 
ou theiu.

Mr. J. Chas. Hughes, died at New Wesf- 
minster yesterday morning at ():40 o'clock.

List summer he was appointed Iridian 
agent at Metlakahtla, for which position 
he was eminent'y fittsd, not only on ac- 
count of his thorough acquaiuta nco with 
the Indian character and languigo, but 
also from tho fact that he waa gifted with 
the peculiar diplomacy necessary iu deal- 
ing with them. Deceased wm also high 
in tbe Masonic fcatarqity, h&vihg been 
mtister of Moodyville and New Weat- 
minater lodges, and a member of tho 
grand lodge. Socially, ho wa3iiir.ible and 
pleasant, and won hosts of friends 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
province, and his loss as a friend and 
citizen will bo kuenly felt. He leaves a 
wife (nee Miss Do Beck) and four chil- 
dren to mourn his irrupurahle loss.

New System of Mtning;. 

The following extract is from a lengthy 
description of the Coeur d'Alene mining 
district iu the Northweiten Architect and 
Improvement Record, published in St. 
Paul, Minn. : 

"VVe were made accjuaintad with several 
schemes for working the Pricimrd creek 
placers on bedrock, but the only prau- 
tical work whioh to us was conclusively 
demonsttated waa through tho Nyu 
vacuum gravel and water pump, which 
Ramsey Co. are now opurating in tho 
immediate vicinity of Murray. The pump 
itself is indeed a wonderful invention and 
its auccees to our mind is assured. ' The 
company, after much diGBuulty and ex- 
pense have succeeded in erecting a sub- 
Btaniial boilor-hoase about three quarters 
of a mile from Murray, from which they 
can furniah steam by pipe fur a consider- 
able distance for the operation of tho 
pump, aud though their operations thus 
far have been mainly experimental, they 
have been must satisfactory. They were 
working near Murray when we via'ted 
them, and through the kindnosa of Mr. 
J. F. Cargill, "^lio ia in charge of and 
thoroughly understands the work ho haa 
ill hand, we learned that from the surface 
gravel he bad realized about 05 cents for 
every oubio yard handles, but as they had 
not yet made a test of the bedrock de- 
posits (which ho has already positive 
evidence is much richei), nothin[; deriiiito 
euuld be toariiod aa to reaulta. At thia 
point the pump waa only being used for 
removing the water supplied by a atrong 
under-current, which it did most etreu- 
tively with a very small-sized pump, 
while the dirt waa being handled by men 
with shovels. This company has juat 
purcluised and aro putting in two addi- 
tional plunlH, and uxpeota soon to com- 
mence nperation.s on an extendod Bcalo 
along Pi lchard creek. We shall undoubt- 
edly hear of largely remunerative reaulta 
from their work." " 

Tho system of working is not described, 
but it la as follows: A pump of lai^u 
pipe diamutor in placed un a car, and 
work ia begun on tho aurfaco, about two- 
thirda gravel and one-third water pass 
through it. Aa the excavation deopons 
a tramway is placed ou th^ incline and 
the pump descends until bedrock ia 
reached. While this ia being done two 
other puinpa of lesser capacity waah down 
the banks, as in the case of a hydraulic, 
to the mouth of the main pump, which 
forwards the wash to the surface. The 
hole thus mide is in the shape of a mill 
hopper. Once bedrock ia reached, of 
course, tho i)uestion of pay ia solved. It 
is stitod that this pump will handle 500 
yarda of earth daily, and will raise it to 
a height of 100 teet and more . 

There ia no iiuestiou but that sneh ma • 
ohiucry would turuish maguiliceut roturn.s 
iu onr mining fields, aud especially iu Cari- 
boo, where there are virgin creeks known 
to be rich in -gold, but the quantity of 
water has hitherto prevented succosafal re- 
sults. Thia is notably tho cnao ou Antler 
aud Lightning oroeks. However, the prol - 
lorn of mining of deposits on a largo and 
cheap scale whore it is not possible to use 
the hydraulic seems to be solved by the 
Nye Vacuum Pump, aud its introduction 
into this country ia only a question of time 
Iu fact, ett'orta aro now being made to (hat 
eud, and it is trusted they will be success- 
ful, tts undonbtedly it would mean the 
beginning of a prosperous era in gravel 
mining of ground which hitherto hasresist- 
sd the fifforts of years.

Present Status of the Case— - 
.Attitude of the Alaska 
Commercial Com- 
pany. 

The recent seizure of tho British and 
American sealing schooucrs by tho United 
States cutter Corwiu in tho Behiiug's sea, 
is an outrage unprecedented iu maritimo 
annals. Although tho action of tho cajitain 
of the Corwiu is iu a measure protected by 
section 195G of tho revised statutes of tbo 
United States, it is an undisguised fact that 
he was instigated to tho seizures by the 
Alaska Commercial company, aa the events 
wluoh followed the aotion plainly demon- 
strate. It is absolutely true that this giant 
monopoly enconrsges the' breaking of' the 
law laid down in section 10S6 by their own 
employes, yet they' aro over on tbo alert to 
seize any ves.iol for doing that which their 
hunters ai-o constantly porpotrating ou the 
goverumout. It is high time that steps 
should bo t.iken by parties interested iu the 
legitimate iudiistry of seal-catching, to 
cross BwordE with tho oj)uleut autocrats 
who claim jurisdiction over the high seas of 
the North Paciiie ocean, and to couclusive- 
ly.determiue whether the rights of our seal- 
ers are to be protected. Just as long as 
this monopoly

and subsidizes the olllcdals with few excep- 
tions, our mariners aro deprived of their 
leuitimato rights and made subservient to a 
clauB of men who for selfish ends saorillce 
all who come their way not wearing the 
Alaska Commercial company's collar, A 
Colonist reporter called on W. Clurk, Esq., 
of Sitka, yesterday, who is oounsel for de- 
fendants in the cases now peniliiig. .Mr.

The sections of the revised 
statutes under which these seizures were 
made and which refers particularly to 
the killing of fur-bearing animals in Alas- 
ka, were evidently intonded for tho pro- 
taction of the Alaska fur company, who 
hare leased from the United Statea eov- 
ernmout the Pebaloff islands and aro al- 
lowed to kill thereon annually 100,000 
fur seals, for which they pay a tax of 
^.60 askin. 

Notwithstanding thia oontrael with the 
government, tho c.nnp.uiy theniaelvea, in 
violation of the law, supply huntsjra, In- 
dians and white men, with, the latest 
breech-loading guns and fixed ammuni- 
tion, at the same time encouraging tho 
killing of fur-bearing animala, seals and 
lea otter principally . Thoy do not aay 
you must kill them on the I'ebalott' is- 
lands, but it m^koa no dilleronco so long 
as the furs are brought tj them for dis- 
posal aud the hunter buys hia supplies of 
thera. Now, is it etjuity or justice to 
protect these men in tho violalion of sec-

The government says thoee 
men have a contract and must be pro- 
tected. Relative to the Pebalotl' Lsianda 
thia may be correct, yot it would uppe.ir 
only fair that the vessels of this oompany 
should be subjected to the same treat- 
ment as is given other vessels, for thoy 
have no logitiinato right to cuti-'h seals 
outside tho boundaries of their contract, 
and in doing so are just as liable to 
seizure as other parties if, indeed, the 
law can he enforced at all. 

Mr. Clark gave it as his opinion that 
tho whole trouble has been instigated 
by tho Alaska Commercial CiMupany, to 
protect thomselvea and monopolize tho 
fur trade. It is a inovo to merely allow 
them to go on unmolested in doing, wliat 
they have caused others to bo arrested 
for. It is a signihctnt fact, when thoy 
sent their own attorney from San Fran- 
cisco to assist the district attorney in the 
prosecution. Why did they do this if it 
waa simply a violation of tho law I .•\gain, 
why should Captain Abbey have left all 
the seized eking and veaaols at Ounalaika, 
a place absolutely under control of the 
Alaska Commercial Company, if it waa 
not fDr tho purpose of keeping so much 
fur out of the market and luj'uii; up the 
vessela ^engaged in buHiuens iiiiinical lo 
their intsroata.

Datvsoii, of the U. S. district couit, who 
is now in thia city cii runln to San Fran- 
cisco, delivered a sound nnd eloquent 
charge to tho jury, in which the salient 
points were carefully brought out He 
defined the boundary line set forth in the 
treaty of March 30, 1867, which cedes 
nearly one-half of the Bohring'a Sea to 
Alaska, Ho impressed upon the jury, 
that as a matter of international law, it 
made no difference that one or both the 
accused parties were subjects of Great 
Britain .

ONTARIO. 

The Uuited Exprens Oo., Montreal, 
has a niyHteriouH robbery on its handH 
to bo cleared up und settled for.

QOEBEC. 

It is rumored in political circles in 
Montreal, that Hon. Wni. Ross will re 
'sign the Premiership and that Judge 
Augier will he called upon to form a 
new cabinet. It is also seated that the 
Nationalists hare proinised to . support 
Augier. 

; , . •: Adfkm' Darling, the absconding Mon- 
treal merchant is in Kansas. He writes 
that be does not contemplate returning, 
but hojies some day to be able to pay 
his creditors in full. Out of .siO.OOO 
the executors of his brother's estate 
paid his nephew, Adam Darling, $30,- 
000, but the brother's widow has not 
been paid anj'thiug. 

The Salvation Army in Quebec, an 
ticipating more serious trouble! ad- 
journed their meeting. After the meet 
ing was over three cheers were called 
for the mayor and were civen with a 
will. After leaving the Assembly Hall 
they kept shouting. The police formed 
a Hne, and while in this position were 
attacked by a mob. Three or four of- 
ficers were severely injured.
